The Carlisle County Fair 
was held last week at the 
Carlisle County Fairgrounds. 
Fairgoers enjoyed events such 
as the com hole tournament, 
which had a record 28 teams 
in it, remote control drag and 
go-kart races, TT/flat track 
racing, and the mud bogs, 
where a big crowd was in at¬ 
tendance for the final night of 
the fair. Fairgoers also en¬ 
joyed games, rides, and good 
food provided by the Carlisle 
County Fair Board and Mur¬ 
doch of Cunningham. 


The Carlisle County 4-H 
held a dunking booth where 
profits from the dunking 
booth went to fund 4-H activ¬ 
ities. Those dunked included 
Carlisle County Judge Exec¬ 
utive Greg Terry, Republican 
candidate for Carlisle County 
Clerk Lisa Mantle-Adams, 
Susie Johns, Jacob “Cheeks” 
Teasley, Carlisle County 
Coronor Steve Freeman, 
Carlisle County Schools Bus 
Driver Jennifer McKelly, 
Carlisle County Deputy Sher¬ 
iff Eric Perry, Brandon Mar- 
bry and various other 
community members. Over 


$400 was raised for 4-H ac¬ 
tivities. Carlisle County 
Cheerleaders, both middle 
school and high school also 
sold ice cream and hair feath¬ 
ers to raise funds for their 
teams. 

The fair concluded with the 
Carlisle County Fair Parade 
where the float of John and 
Delana Mott with Ella Bur¬ 
ton, Cameron McGee, Wyatt 
Newsome, Jaden Mott, and 
Elijah Ernest won first place. 
Their float entitled “The 
Duck Blind” won the $100 
first place prize. 

This year the rides and 


amusements were down from 
last year due to the regular 
provider, Myers Entertain¬ 
ment declining to provide 
rides this year. Next year, the 
fair board will be exploring 
new options for ride 
providers. 

A salute goes out to the 
Carlisle County Fair Board 
who plans out the fair months 
in advance and puts a lot of 
hard work into preparing for 
the fair and working on the 
fair. Their volunteer work 
provides the opportunity for 
Carlisle County to have a fair 
each year. 



Arlington City Council Votes to Decline

The Arlington City Council 
met in regular session on Au¬ 
gust 13, 2012. The meeting 
was called to order with the 
previous meeting’s minutes 
and monthly bills being ap¬ 
proved. 

In the treasurer’s report, 
Anita Lambert reported that 
city insurance premiums will 
be due in this business quar¬ 
ter, and that the first payment 
under the new sanitation de¬ 
partment agreement was paid 
as well. 

In the cemetery report, 
Councilman Paul Gaddie 
questioned Arlington Mayor 
Bobby McGee on the 
progress of the road that was 
planned to be constructed by 
the Carlisle County Road De¬ 
partment, in order to expand 
the lots in the Arlington 
Cemetery. 

Mayor McGee told Gaddie 


and the council that he and 
City Maintenance Manager 
John Lemons met with 
Carlisle County Judge Exec¬ 
utive Greg Terry and Carlisle 
County Road Department Su¬ 
pervisor Jerry Bowman in 
May, and Terry and Bowman 
told McGee and Lemons that 
work would be completed in 
the next month. One month 
later, McGee had heard noth¬ 
ing. “In letting the county 
control maintenance of these 
roads they are able to draw 
funding for the pavement and 
development of these roads. 
The county is not doing their 
part,” Mayor McGee said. 

McGee went further to say 
that he will be in contact with 
Judge Executive Terry and if 
nothing can be done soon, the 
city will have to build the 
road themselves because of 
lot space in the cemetery 
dwindling. 

In the city parks and activi¬ 


ties report, councilwoman 
Jada Burgess proposed that 
the City of Arlington hold a 
fall block party in late Sep¬ 
tember. Events would include 
a cornhole tournament, a 5K 
run, bands, special vendors 
and a small fry triathlon for 
the youth. The council was 
very supportive of the idea, 
and will plan on having it the 
last weekend of September. 

Councilman Jason Bogle 
asked Mayor McGee about 
the City Park and the need to 
mow the park. Mayor McGee 
said that with no softball 
leagues going on, the city has 
not mowed as often as it usu¬ 
ally does. McGee did state 
that the city will soon mow 
the field, and assured Coun¬ 
cilman Bogle that the field 
would not get out of control. 

In daily operations, Mayor 
McGee said that mowing and 
clearing of ditches continued 
across the city and around

dumpsters. McGee also re¬ 
ported that City Maintenance 
Manager John Lemons aced 
his sanitation certification test 
that he recently took during a 
week’s stay in Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky, as he scored a 96 on 
the test. 

Before going into closed ses¬ 
sion, the City of Arlington 
adopted the tax rates for the 
2013 fiscal year. On motor 
vehicle and water craft, prop¬ 
erty and tangible rates, the 
Arlington City Council 
elected to keep the rates the 
same as the previous year, de¬ 
spite having the opportunity 
to increase the rates. Council¬ 
man Jason Bogle told the 
council that raising the rates 
now would not be a good 
idea, and the amount of 
money that would be gener¬ 
ated would not benefit the 
city, or the citizens. The coun¬ 
cil was in unanimous agree¬ 
ment.

They 
participated in community 
improvement projects, semi¬ 
nars and other activities often 
initiated by the students them¬ 
selves.

Carlisle County Farmers Now Able to Apply for Drought Relief 


U.S. Drought Monitor 


August 7, 2012 
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Severe Drought 
Announcement 
A lack of moisture, over an ex¬ 
tended period of time, has 
caused producers in Carlisle- 
County to suffer from the effect 
of severe drought conditions. 
Farms experiencing severe 
drought conditions may be eli¬ 
gible for cost-share assistance 
under Emergency Conservation 
Program for Drought (ECPD). 
This disaster program is ad¬ 
ministered by the U. S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, Farm 
Service Agency (FSA), and 
provides cost-share assistance 
to eligible livestock producers 
and eligible orchard/vineyard 
producers if damage is so se¬ 
vere that water available for 
livestock or orchards and vine¬ 
yards has been reduced below 


normal to the extent that nei¬ 
ther can survive without addi¬ 
tional water. 

A producer qualifying for 
ECPD assistance may receive 
cost share not to exceed 75 per¬ 
cent of the cost of installing el¬ 
igible temporary measures. 
Cost sharing for eligible per¬ 
manent measures is paid at 50 
percent of eligible costs to pro¬ 
vide water in emergency situa¬ 
tions. Up to 90 percent cost 
share assistance may be pro¬ 
vided to producers who qualify 
under limited resource provi¬ 
sions if approved by the 
County FSA Committee. Cost- 
share assistance is limited to 
$200,000 per person per natu¬ 
ral disaster. Approved prac¬ 
tices and measures may 
include: 


Installing 
pipelines or other 
facilities for live¬ 
stock water or ex¬ 
isting irrigation 
systems for or¬ 
chards and vine¬ 
yards 

Constructing an 
deepening wells 
for livestock 

water 

Developing 
springs or seeps 
for livestock 

water 

Producers, who 
have experienced 
severe drought conditions that 
will require outside assistance 
to provide supplemental emer¬ 
gency water, may contact the 
local Carlisle County FSA 
Service Center. Requests for 
assistance will be accepted at 
the Bardwell Service Center 
from July 23, 2012 to August 
22 , 2012 . 

To be eligible for cost share, 
practices shall not be started 
until a request has first been 
filed at the Carlisle County 
Service Center and an onsite 
inspection of the problem area 
has been made by the FSA 
County Committee (COC) or 
its representative. COC’s will 
review the inspection findings 
when considering approval of 
the request for cost shares. 


Producers who have taken 
emergency action before this 
announcement may be eligible 
for assistance if a request for 
such assistance is filed within 
15 calendar days of July 23, 
2012 and it is determined that 
the action taken is eligible and 
sufficient to resolve the re¬ 
source concern. 

All producers, regardless of 
race, sex, religion, color, age, 
national origin, marital status, 
politics, or handicap shall have 
an opportunity to request cost 
sharing. 

Environmental Quality In¬ 
centives Program (EQIP) As¬ 
sistance for Farmers 
Impacted by Drought 
Lexington,KY, (August 8, 
2012) — Karen Woodrich, 
State Conservationist for the 
USD A Natural Resources Con¬ 
servation Service (NRCS) in 
Kentucky announced $128,500 
for drought assistance in Ken¬ 
tucky. Counties designated by 
the National Climatic Data 
Center the US Drought Moni¬ 
tor Report (http://droughtmon- 
itor.unl.edu) as experiencing 
extreme (D3) or exceptional 
(D4) drought conditions are el¬ 
igible for drought assistance 
funding through EQIP. The 
counties designated as extreme 
or exceptional according to the 
drought monitor map are Bal¬ 
lard, Butler, Caldwell, Cal¬ 


loway, Carlisle, Christian, Crit¬ 
tenden, Daviess, Fulton, 
Graves, Hancock, Henderson, 
Hickman, Hopkins, Livingston, 
Logan, Lyon, Marshall, 
McLean, McCracken, Muhlen- 
burg, Ohio, Todd, Trigg, 
Union, and Webster. 

“We’re urging producers to 
get their applications in as soon 
as possible to be considered for 
this funding,” said Woodrich. 
Applications are due at NRCS 
offices by close of business on 
August 15, 2012. The NRCS 
Office Locator is available at 
http://go.usa.gov/Uo8. 

Practices eligible for drought 
assistance funding include 
water wells, pipelines, watering 
facilities, spring development, 
animal trails and walkways, 
forage and biomass plantings, 
critical area plantings, pre¬ 
scribed grazing, fence, cover 
crop, and irrigation water man¬ 
agement. 

NRCS will also allow flexi¬ 
bility for managing contracts; 
rescheduling practices that can¬ 
not be installed as originally 
scheduled, or assisting with 
failed conservation practices 
due to the drought conditions.

We are reading this week from 
Philippians 3:4-16. This is one 
of the Apostle PauTs most fa¬ 
mous writings and has been 
taught, preached, and ex¬ 
pounded upon more than any 
other scripture. Yet we have 
still not exhausted the revela¬ 
tion and wisdom that is to be 
found here. 

Paul begins here by telling us 
that there are and have been 
many that could boast and 
glory in there accomplishments 
and credentials. Paul being 
one who could boast as much 
as any one else. However Paul 
had an encounter with Jesus 
Christ that changed him for¬ 
ever. If you do not know Jesus 
as your Savior and Lord then I 
encourage you to stop now and 
ask Him into your heart so you 
can forever be changed and 
have heaven for your home. 

Now Paul, as many today, 
had put much stock in trusting 
his accomplishments and cre¬ 
dentials, but when meeting 
Jesus Christ he threw all of his 
stock away and counted it as 
loss, nothing more than ma¬ 
nure. 

Why would he or any other 
person throw away all their 
life’s accomplishments and 
credentials? Paul said those 
things that were gain to me I 
counted loss for Christ, (v. 27) 
... for the Excellency of the 
knowledge of Christ Jesus my 
Lord... and be found in Him... 
that I may know him. (v. 8-10) 

It’s all about Jesus!! You may 
say to me right now that you al¬ 
ready know Jesus. So do I and 
so did Paul when he wrote 


sire then? It was this: to answer 
the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus! God has issued a 
high call to us. Do we hear the 
call? 

To answer the call means that 
we move from where we are, 
into the future, a changed per¬ 
son. One that is burning with a 
passion to be found in Christ 
and He in us, that the life of 
God is being lived out full and 
complete through us. A fullness 
of Christ that makes people 
around us aware of God’s pres¬ 
ence the very instant we enter 
a place. 

Paul said that God had appre¬ 
hended him for something and 
he had not apprehended that 
thing God wanted him to. This 
man had done so much for 
Christ, no doubt he was 
anointed, churches were 
started, and souls were won all 
over the gentile world. Yet he 
says that there is a place God 
had for him that he had not laid 
hold of. Oh, how far behind we 
are today! 

Paul expresses to us that this 
one thing must be done. There 
must be a forgetting of the 
things that are behind and a 
reaching forth unto those 
things that are before. Beloved, 
that says strongly that we can’t 
live in the past! We must have a 
vision and purpose for the fu¬ 
ture and our future must have 
better hope than our past had. 

There are things in our past 
that we will remember and take 
into our future. But the things 
we take into our future must 
only be things that will bear 
witness of God’s grace and His 
working in our lives. 


have from our past will most 
assuredly help us and others in 
our future. We cannot carry 
worthless baggage that holds 
us and others down. And we 
cannot constantly think and 
live in the past. If our vision 
can only see what has hap¬ 
pened, then there will be noth¬ 
ing yet to happen before us. 

Let us seek then, to hear the 
call of God for our future. Re¬ 
gardless of how old or young 
you are God has a great future 
for you. It is not the will of God 
for you to just grow old, sit 
down, and do nothing. We 
should be advancing always in 
the things that pertain to the 
kingdom of God. 

Young people please don’t 
spend waste your time on the 
foolish things this world offers! 
There is far too much for you 
in the kingdom of God! Go for 
the things God has for you! 

Leave where you are and start 
now with the glorious future 
that God has for you full of vi¬ 
sion, hope, and purpose in 
Christ Jesus.
